£RASH! Down goes another historic building. 

This time It’a that quiet, spindly mansion by 
the sea shore, well named the Old Charming Inn. 

A friend—I have forgotten who—told me that 
an old .lady Uved there quite recently, who used to 
play with my father and my aunts and uncles, long 
ago in England. 

I went there some months ago with the inten¬ 
tion of trying to find out. but the woman at the 
desk gave me such a hostile stare—as though I 
were a stray cat that had wandered In—that I 
decided not to bother.

It was a quaint, bony old spinster of a build¬ 
ing. standing withdrawn from the hooligan apart¬ 
ment blocks that pressed around it.

I think I would like to live in a town that is 
really old. with its brick and granite or timbered 
buildings full of ghosts. 

Alternatively I would ,'ike to live in a new, 
roaring town where the wreckers and the excava- ’ 
tors and builder* are at work day and night push¬ 
ing up towers of glass and steel. 

But I'm tired of living in a timid, half-way 
town which tries to be old and tries to be new at 
the same time, and ends by being nothing at all— 
a smoky, trite and mean-spirited town that spews 
out trashy, unplanned houses across the country¬ 
side, destroying fields and trees . .. 

In fact, a town that has sold its beauty for a 
handful of dime-store jewels.

You see, not all nephrilla cases 
require diet control. In fact, it 
there is albumin in the urina, 
but no retention of nitrogen 
in the blood, this Indicate* a 
loss ot protein through the 
kidneys while at the same time 
meaning the body i* not get 
ling too much protein. 

In such cases, the patient Is 
encouraged to eat more pro¬ 
tein, to make up for that being 
lost. 

RISE IN NITROGEN 

If. however, a rise In nitro¬ 
gen in the blood develops, then 
the opposite becomes true. 
Curtailment of protein la ad- 
visaHa. In a period of years, 
it la poaaible for the kidney 
situation to change, and what 
once waa right now becomes 
wrong.

The liver produce* about a 
pint of bile a day, which la 
used for digestion. Some of 
this flows directly to the small 
Intestine. The rest Is stored 
and concentrated in (he gall 
bladder. When needed it flows 
into ihe "common bile duct,’’ 
which also carries bile direct 
from Ihe liver. 

Like any other organ, the 
gall bladder may become In¬ 
fected. With acute Infection, 
there will be fever; the gall 
bladder may subside Into a 
chronic stale which will make 
the wall thicken. 

GALL STONER 

There’s also the problem of 
crystal* or “gall ■tones’’--bi'e 
salts or cholesterol crystals 
form and are the basis for the 
■tones. There may be a single 
stone or several, or a sand-like 
sediment known as “gravel." 
When these particles try lo es 
cape through the small bile 
dneta. the ensuing colicky pain 
can be severe. 

If only the outlet of the gall 
bladder Is Mocked, there will 
be pain but no jaundice; if the 
"common duct” Is obstructed, 
bile no longer can escape from 
ihe liver, and It backs up into 
the system causing the yellow¬ 
ness or jaundice. 

Gravel or atones may be 
loose In the gall Madder or 
may stick to the mucus lining 
which. In turn, may develop 
polyps. Cancer of the gall Mad 
dec is a possibility.

There are, of course, limitations to the type of 
project that can be undertaken. 

It is essential that any program neither displace 
nor give any appearance of displacing local workmen 
from Jobs that in the ordinary course of events would 
be theirs, thus causing resentment. It is equally im¬ 
portant, for the sake of the prisoners, that they 
should not be exposed to the public view while work¬ 
ing under guard—that there should be no “chain- 
gang” connotations. 

Happily, the potential projects currently at the 
top of the list—the development of recreational facil¬ 
ities at Durrance Lake or around Thetis Lake—meet 
both these qualifications, and in addition would be of 
benefit not only to the city but the wider community 
of the whole southern end of Vancouver Island.

Palmer Ties Troon Course Record

Flnrt step towards Improving 
and rearing conditions In the Coldstream was taken 
this week. 

Flow Into the Coldstream, which empties Into Saanich 
Inlet at the sooth end of Flnlayeon Arm. has been increased 
by ane-thlrd to aid In survival and rearing of Coho fry. 

Hie me a su re has been taken by the Greater Victoria 
Water Board, which controls the dam from the Coldstream 
lakes, and Is part a new measure of co-operation between 
the federal fisheries department and the water board. 

Water board commissioner Ronald Upward has agreed 
to release water into the Coldstream to bring up the water 
flow. 

The move follows a meeting and on thespot Inspection 
last week by fisheries biologists and Mr. Upward as the 
start of a study to see If ■ salmon rehabilitation program 
on the Coldstream is feasible. 

Fisheries officials said yesterday that immediate arrange¬ 
ment! for Increased water flow could result In the Coldstream 
being able to maintain a spawning run of up to 2.000 coho, 
as It did five to 10 years ago. Instead of the S00 coho that 
have spawned there In recent years. 

a * # 

Without doing any actual work, summertime leering 
conditions have already been improved, and this ia the key 
to coho production. There Is a good showing of coho fry 
already. 

The Coldstream survey was made following a request by 
the Amalgamated Conservation Roc'aty. which represents M 
lower Island salmon llahtng groups including commercial 
fishermen. They asked for a study and probable project on 
the Coldstream, along the lines of the Big Quallcum develop¬ 
ment. 

Action has come even faster than eapected. 

Fisheries officials said yesterday that they were pleased 
with the cooperation they have received from water com 
misaioner Upward. 

More detailed studies are continuing to see just whatj 
spawning potential the Coldstream has. It la felt after prt 
llmlnary checks, that chum salmon spawning could be In 
creased, that coho production will be Increased by the 
additional water flow, and that to further Increase coho 
production would require additional rearing areas.

Garden Notes 


Creeping Charlie 


cemlng this plant. Strangely enough, 
this mall Ia divided almost straight 
down tha middle betwaen folks who 
want to know where to gat aeeds of it 
and folks who want to know how to 
get rid if it when It invades the 
garden and lawn. 


Here la what he has to say about 
Creeping Charlie, or ground ivy, as 
he calls It: 

“It creepeth and sproadeth upon 
the ground hither and thither, with 
leaves of strong but pleasant smell 
and bitter taste, and flours gaping 
like- little hoods at a purplish blew 
colour. It Is found most commonly 
In obscure and darks places, upon 
bankas and under hedges and by the 
side of houses. 

“It Is commended against the 
humming noyse and ringing sounde 
in the seres, bring put Into them, and 
for them that be horde of hearing.

From time to time I have sung 
the praises In this column of my 
favorite weed, nspela hederscea. af¬ 
fectionately known to Its friends as 
Creeping Charlie. In case you haven't 
met Charlie, he is tiny, ground-hug¬ 
ging ereeper with small round scal¬ 
loped leaves of a dark green color, 
bearing small dark Hue flowers. The 
leaves, when crushed or trodden, give 
off the aromatic fragrance of catnip. 

Charlie has always been a good 
friend of mine, for I like his easy¬ 
going habit and the refreshing pun¬ 
gency of his scent when you walk on 
him. He has his faults—a tendency 
to invade the lawn, tor Instance- 
but right now he Is doing a useful 
Job for me In clothing the sloping 
bonk around our barbecue In place of 
grass, which we couldn’t get to grow 
in such a dry and shaded spot. 


Regarding seeds. I’m afraid I 
can’t be of much help. I wrote to an 
English seed firm noted for its ability 
lo supply seeds of almost anything 
that grows and got back a snooty 
letter pointing out nepria hederacei 
Is listed under the Noxious Weeds 
Act. and any dealings in the seeds 
was punishable by a stiff tine or 
even a spell In the hoosegow.
